New Orntzans, Sept 29 —The foNowirg agree- 
ment was madeand signed at 2 o'clock this after- 


noon: 

The undersigne! announce the following as the re- 
sult of the conter-nce vetween the Committees of the 
two poilticu: parties of tue State of Louisiana, The 
Committee tepreseniung the Conservative Paopies 
party pieduge themse ves to cause all violence anv in- 
timidation, if any exists, to cease throughout the Mate, 
and to assist the constiiuted euthborilues 1p mulibtaLiing 
peace, and insuring a strictiy feir and impartial redgis- 
tration and election ; aiso to discountemance acts and 
threats of personal vioience and ali luiproper influences 
to control the wil! of the eiector, amd to render arseist- 
ance and use every effort to subject to the penaity of 
the law. ali persons Wao may commitacta of vio.ence, 
or intimidation, or conspire to d> the same, 

In order to guarantee a fair registration and election 
there is berepy constituted and esiabiished an advis- 
ory committee composed of five members, uameiy :

AFFAIRS IN ALABAMA. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 29.—Although ad- 
vices from thoroughly reliable Republicao 
sources bave demonstrated that the reported 
outrages in Alabama have been greatly exagger- 
ated, it appears to be the purpose of Attorney- 
General Williams to still keep up the delusion 
that a reign of terror exists in that State. He 
gave to the city press to-day the substance of a 
complaint made by a colored candidate for the 
Legislature in Madison County, setting forth a 
terrible state of affairs, precluding the possibili- 
ty of a fair election. This was forwarded here 
by the United States Marshal at Huntsville, 
who, in transmitting, saves that every species 
of intimidation is resorted to to drive Republic- 
abs out of the State, etc., and contaiming the 
same old story that bas grown so common of 
late from such sources.

THE GREAT SCANDAL 


Moulton.

It strikes us thdt much too large a portion of 
the public is singularly uvjust to. Mr. F. D. 
Moulten for disclosing the facts in his posses- 
sion affecting Mr. Beecher. These same people 
who now censure bim, if they will look backa 
iew weeks, will find themselves urging Mr. 
Moulton to declare the whole truth in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Samuel Wilkeeon and those who fol- 
low him are the most unjust of all in abusing 
Mr. Moulton for betiaying the confideoce of Mr. 
Beecher. Mr. Moulton did not give one of 
these letters to the public until Mr. Beecher 
publicly called upon him so to do, and absolved 
him from all obligations to secrecy. He 
expressly said he would not publish 
them uniess Tilton and Beecher both 
requested it. Mr. Tilton promptly asked 
that it should bedone. Mr. Beecherdid the 
same thing later, and, as if he knew what was to 
follow, supplemented his request by an atiack 
upon Mouitonfor blackmaiiing him. This at- 
tack is so completely exploded, by the way, now, 
that even Mr. Beecher’s friends have withdrawn 
it. Moulton but complied with Mr. Beecher's 
request im pubsisbing bis letters; indeed, his 
silence would have been in the nature of ap at- 
tacad On that geutieman after Mr. ‘lilton’s doclar-

ation of the proof thai wasin bis possession. 
it ia uot because Moulton published these !et- 
ters, but because Beecher wrote tbem, that the 
friends of Beecner are chagrined. Moulton bad 
really no alteruative after the demands made 
both by the puolic and by tie parwes to the con- 
troversy, and it was simply impossible that, as 
an hovest man, he shbouid vieid to the secret 
solicitation of bBeechers counsel to suppress 
them. His course eailier, as a fricud and in 
the interest of bir. Leecher, is fa: more ques- 
tionable. Tha: herdid uot show a proper sense 
of .rectitade, must be-admitted. Lut it should 
not be forgotten that this moral dereiiction was 
what endeared him io the heart of Deecher. 
Because be was willing to become ihe reposi- 
tory of criainal secrets, and to exert lLimseif to 
compound and condone crime and sereon crim- 
inals, Leecher addresses him as the most de- 
voted friend whom God ever raised up to man. 
When Moulton was at his worst, Beecher best 
loved him. Represent iw as bad as we may, 
and the fact stii! remiaing’ that be was, of all 
others, the chosen iricend and confidant of the 
Plymouth Church pastor. It was to seek. his 
society that Beecher passed over that of Dra. 
Storra aud Budington, aad the rest of his 
brethren .of tne clergy.

Statistics of the Present Crop Gleaned 
by the National Cotton Lxzchange. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 29.—The Committee on 
Information aud Statistics for the District of 
Memphig make the following report to the Na- 
tional Cotton Exchange for September : 

GENTLEMEN: We respectfully submit the following 
report, condensed from answers received to in‘terrogs- 
tions propounded by the National Cotton Exchange 
and tdemphis Cotton Exchange, appertaining to the 
cotton crop of this district, sent out dated Sept. 15, 
Our report is derived from 54 responses from Tennes- 
see, 51 from North Mississippi, 90 from Arkanens, 
north of the Arkausas River, and 10 from North Aia- 
bama, average dates 20th iast. : 

Question fret—What has been the character of the 
weather in your county since Aug. 207 

Second— What effect had it upon the cotton plant? 

Third—What damage, if any, has been sustained 
from caterpillars or otner causes to cotton in your 
county ? 

Fourth—Is there any serious apprehension that 
they will do any damage this season ?

Answer second—Sixty-four report that the weather 
caused a serious shedding of fruit; 23, improved 
growth of bails ; 27, second growth too late for matu- 
rity ; 81 report premature opening @f.tbe balls; 7 re- 
port it damaged open cotton by soiling and beating it 
out t report the crop not materially damaged by the 
weather.

Maprzip, Sept. 29.—Uuoillicial dispatches have 
been received here stating that the fighting in 
the Province of Navarre, between the Carlists 
and Republican troops, under Gen. Moriones, 
was continued on Friday last, making four con- 
tinuous days of conflict. These dispatches state 
that on that day twenty-two battalions of insur- 
gente attecked Gen. Moriones’ army at Bersain, 
near the Town of Tafalia. A sanguipary con- 
flict ensued, resulting in the repulse of the 
Carlists along the whole line. Their loss was 
very heavy, and they were compelled to ask the 
Republicans for medical assistance. 

Gen. Pieitain has been appointed commander 
of the fo.ces in the Basque Provinces. Cucala’s 
band has been totally dispersed in the Province 


of Valencia. 

Mavprip, Sept. 29.—Gen. Moriones has suc- 
ceeded in relieving Pampeluna. 

It is reported tnat the correspondent of the 
Kreuz Zeitung has received s warning from the 
Carliets that he will be arrested and saot if pe 
crosses the frontier.

Dr. Purvis swore 
that he was defied entertainment because of his 
color, as he inferred. It was proven, however, 
by three or four witnesses who were in the room 
at the time of the occurrence, that Purvis and 
Langston seated themselves at acertain table 
that was specially reserved for regular custom- 
ers who visited the place at a certain hour every 
day, and that this happened to be that hour. 
The waiter informed them that the table was re- 
served, whereupon Purvis threw himself back 
on his dignity, and inquired whether they de- 
clined to serve him, to which answer was made 
that he would not be served at that particular 
table ; whereupon the colored gentlemen walked 
out in aa imposing procession, and brought 
suit. There was no refusal to entertain the 
party, and they both testified that they had been 
more than onee entertained at that place. In 
Langston’s side of the case the Judge 
thought he perceived a difference, and fined 
the restauranter $100. Dr. Purvis was laid 
azide. Purvis is one of the Commissioners to 
wind up the Freedmen’s Bank. The trial was 
largely attended by the colored population, who 
ch eered enthusiastically when the result as to 
the Langston side was announced.

We bave no gladiators in Chicago, but there 
are an abundance of sboulder-hitters, Peniten- 
tiary graduates, and worthless vagrants, who 
are ready to enlist under any standard, so thas 
pay is certain and immunity secured. The 
names Of all the recruiting officers employed to 
drum up men for Mr. Farweli’s body-guard are 
pot known, but the Superintendent of Police is 
confessedly one of them, and to bis exertions 
the enlistment of Nick Geary, John Garrity, and 
Mike McDonald—naming them in the order of 
their importance—is doubtless due. The pla 
toon of the South Side division of Mr. Farwell’s 
army began active operations Saturday night by 
invading the place of business of an anti-Far- 
wellite, and causing him several moments of 
acute uneasiness. lit was ona public street, at 
av early hour in the evening, but the Army of 
Invasion went at its work as if outside of all 
civilization.

The good it does is great 


Mr. Johu A. Logan delivered a speech at Indi- 
He reyiewed the UCivil- 
Rights bill, the recent outrages in the South, the 
independent movement in politics; and in 
touching upon all these subjects he never neg-' 
lected the central thought that the Republican 
party once saved the Union, and now 
wishes the Union to save it.

he believes so. Senator Logan’s logic would be 
amusing if it were engaged ia jess solemn dis- 
cussions.

There seems to be a wide-spread misapprehen- 
sicn as to the water-supply of Chicago. The fire, 
in July last took placein a district eontaining 
two short and narrow streets, Though contigu- 
ous to the business part of the city, these 
strests, which in early days were choice locali- 
ties, had long since been abandoned by businesa, 
and generally by respectable residents. It so 
‘happened that on these streets the water ser- 
vice-pipe was of but 3-inch diameter, and the 
engines could not be supplied. As soon as the 
fire had left that locality, the water was abun- 
dant. Because of this it has been assumed that 
all Chicago is supplied with water through 3-incn 
mains, and the insufficiency has been heralded 
through all parts of the country, and used to 
produce an insurance panic. Now the fact is, 
that, of the 35114 miles of water-pipe laid before 
April'l, 1874, there were but 41¢ miles of 38-inch 
pipe. No pipe of that size has been laid in this 
city for many years, and a very large portion of 
what was originally laid down has beep supple- 
mented by 8-inch pipe. During 1873, nearly 8 
miles of 8-inch pipe were laid in place of the 
smaller size taken up or abandoned. 


The work of establishing the new local insur- 
ance company, tobe known as. thw Anchor, is 
progressing successfully. It should receive the 
general stpport of our citizens, and particularly 
that of our merchants; not merely because it 
will lead to the organization of ofher home 
companies, but because it will tend to provide a 
security against fire, the need of which will be 
keenly felt after the Board companies have 
withdrawn. There is an impression aniong many 
people that there are outside of the National 
Board organization a large ntumber of good com- 
panies. This is not correct. There are good 
companies outside of the National Board, but they 
are very few. Of the 454 companies, home and 
foreign, doing business in the United States, 
the great majority are very emall ones, gotten up 
for their immediate localities, and never ventur- 
ing beyond them. Out of this whole number, 
only fifteen have acapital of over $1,000,000 
each, while the capital of the great majority 
ranges from $60,000 to $300,000. By the law of 
the State of Illinois, no company with a capital 
lese than $150,000 can do business in Chicago, 
and this provision rules outa large number of 
the non-Board companies. While there is no 
doubt that a well-managed insurance company 
with ite capital invested in United States 
bonds will pay handsome dividends, at the 
same time the main reason for getting 
up insurance companies in Chicago is to 
thus enable the people of the city to demon- 
strate in the most forcible manner possible their 
confidence in their own city. Capital invested 
in United States bonds makes a home company 
just as secure as any foreign one, because 
United States bonds, having @ general vaiue, 
cannot possibly be affected by any local disas-

SETILEMENT OF CORNERS. 

On the lst day of July, 1874, the following 
section of the Criminal Code of this State went 
into operation : 
Szc, 130. Whoever contracts to have or give to him- 
self or another the option to sell or buy, at a future 
time, any grain or other commodity, stock of any rail- 
road or other company, or gold, or forestalls the mar- 
ket by spreading false rumors to inflmence the price 
of commodities therein, or corners the market, or 
attempts to do so in relation to any of such commod- 
ities, shall be fined not less than $10 nor more than 
$1,000, or confined in the County Jail not exceeding 
one year, or both; and all contracts made in violation 
of this section shall be considered gambling contracts, 
and shall be void. 


Despite this law, there was a very considera- 
ble corner in corn in the samé month of July. 
The contracts were nearly all complied with, 
and the corner was profitable. There were, 
however, a number of persons-who fell back 
upon the law, pleaded the immorality of 
gambling contracts, sold their over-contracts at 
corner prices, and refused to settle. Since then, 
there has been anoiher corner in corn, which 
closes to-day at 3 o'clock, and there is some 
apprehension as to the settlement. It is re- 
ported that some of those who managed the 
July corner have been selling short to the Sep- 
tember corner, and that the advance in corn has 
been so great that they, as a set-off to the July 
business, intend to plead in their own bebalf 
the statute against gambling contracts. 

Whether there be any foundation for this re-

THE COUNCIL AND TYE FIRE ORDINANCES. 
The Common Council had before them on 
Monday nigh& two ordinances, one of them ap- 
propriating $208,000 for additional fire-engines, 
buildings, and equipments, and thg other appro- 
priating $500,000 fur laying 8;inc 
of the small pipes nowip thet 
tween Chicago avenue and &i street, 
and Halsted street and the lake. The first of 
these ordinances was ordered to be engrossed, 
and will pass a week hence; the other one was a 
new ordinance, and, being objected to, was re- 
ferred to a committee. This second ordinance 
was objected toy Aldermen from the outlying 
wards, and especially by Cullerton of the Seventh, 
Campbell of the Thirteenth, and Schaffner of the 
Seventeenth, on the ground that the money was 
needed to lay service-pipes in localities where 
there is now no water. 

If the question were simply one for the dis- 
tribution of waver for domestic uses, the objec- 
tion would have considerabie force; but the 
ordinance is not of that character. There was, 
in June last, an appropriation of nearly 2300,000 
for the extension of water service, none of 
which is to be expended in the district covered 
by this ordinance. The represeutatives of the 
district designated by Ald. Dixon's orii- 
nance might with as much reason object to the 
appropriation of $300,000 annually for the ex- 
tension of water-pipes in the outlying wards on 
the ground that the inside wards were not bene- 
fited thereby. The objection is utterly un- 
tenable. 

The object of the Dixon ordinance 1s to finish 
at one job a work that has been going on for 
years,—the substitution of 8-inch pipes for the 
smaller pipes which unfortunately were laid be- 
fore it was anticipated that Chicago would 
ever attain its present size. That work has to be 
done at some time. The 3-inch and 4-inch pipes 
are no longer suflicient, and must be replaced. 
It is a question whether this ehange should be 
made now, at once, or whether we shall post- 
pone it until there shall be half-a-dozen more 
fires, ‘at which—as has been reported by the 
Chief-Engineer of the Fire Department so fre- 
quently during the last six years—it will be 
found that two engines will exhaust the water- 
supply of a neighborhood. Of the nearly three 
miles of such pipe taken up during 1873, the larger 
part of it was taken up in the outlying wards. 
The district covered by the ordinance is now 
all settled and densely populated; it em- 
braces, in point of value, four-fifths of the im- 
provements and taxable personal property of 
the city. We much mistake the character 
of Ald. Campbell’s constituents if they 
do not differ with him in his opposition 
to this ordinance. A large majority of them 
do business in this district and have large prop- 
erty-interests st stake there. But the whole 
city is equally interested in making a defense 
against fire by allthe means possible. To put 
down larger pipe in this district to protect the 
bulk of the general property of the whole people. 
We take it that the constituents of Ald. Cul- 
lerton and Ald. Schaffner are fully as much inter- 
ested in the preservation of the property in the 
First, Second and Third Wards of the city as they 
are in the property of their own wards. What- 
ever is calculated to destroy property or credit, 
ip any part of this city, isin the end felt more 
eriously by the laboring population than by any 
other portion of the people. Anything that is 
calculated to increase business, invite capital, 
establish credit, and inspire confidence, 1s 
of necessity of deep personal interest 
ancl direct benefit to the same class. The own- 
e . of property in this district where this sma!) 
pipe is laid pay from \ tol per cent additional 
} ingurance because of the size of the water- 
mains ; this same effect is extended to the out- 
| lying districts, and the owner of every cottage 
and dwelling tn all the outlying wards, if he can 
get good insurance at all, has to pay double 
rates. Heis, therefore, interested directly in 
removing the causes which have produced this 
panic among inswrance stockholders, and this 
Ordinance, if passed’, would bave this direct ef- 
fect. It would silenee the now general belief

MUNICIPAL TAXATION, 
lo the Editor ef The Chicago Tribune : 
Sie : In your issue of this morning, when reviewing 
the report of the Commitiee upon Taxation to the 
Citizens’ Association, you boldly assert that the true 
remedy for the evils of our present revenue system 
lies in indirect taxation, 
You will admit the: we must raise some §7,000,000 
annualiy in this county for city, county, and State 
taxes. To raise $7,000,000 by the issue and sale of 
license certificates is, in the first place, to levy « tax 
of that amount upon the business men of this city, 
and indirectly to offer a premium of the same amount 
to the merchants and jobbers of New York, Philadel- 
phia, Cittcinnati, St. Louis, and Indianapolis, whuse 
traveling agents swarm like locusts at all the hotels in 
Central and Southern Illinois, as well asin the States 
south and west of us, 
It is idie to say that the coneumer will ultimately 
pay this tax, when he has the option of choosing not 
to do so by buying where no such tax is imposed, 
The difficulty suggested applies to every business- 
man inthe State, as well as to Chicago merchants, 
aud is, tomy mind, a fatal objection to your plan. 
But if you can show its fallacy I shall feel greatly 
Obliged, and be wiling to give due attention to all 
your arguments in ite favor.

Mr. Galloway argues that indirect taxa- 
tion would levy a tax of $7,000,000 on the 
merchants of Chicago, that they would therefore 
be heavily bandicapped in their race with Eastern 
rivals, and that they could not cast off the bur- 
den on the consumer because the latter would 
buy of the untaxed Eastern merchant, who 
could afford to sell at lower rates.

But nothing of the sort has been 
suggested. It is proposed to collect the present 
amount of revenue in a new way, and to save 
thereby the 20 or 25 per cent now paid for the 
expense of collection. That is, to relieve the 
merchants and all other people of Clicagp 
and of Llinois of one-fifth or one-fourth 
of the taxes with which they ‘are 
now handicapped. It is proposed to repeal thé 
tax by valuation so that the wholesaler or the 
retailer shall pay a fixed sum annually, in the 
shape of a license fee or in some other way, 
instead of paying indefinite amounts on what 
some shiftless Assessor guesses the value of his 
store, and his goods, and bis home, and his per- 
sonal property may be. We invite Mr. Gallo-

OBITUARY. 


JOHN 8. WRIGHT, 

Brief mention was made in our columns 
yesterday morning of the death of John 8, 
Wright, in West Philadelphia, on Saturday last. 
His long residence in this city, his intimate as- 
sociation with its early history and growth, make 
@ more extended notice of his life and labors ap- 
propriate. It certainly will be reccgnized as a 
merited tribute by all our older citizens to the 
memory of a man whose influence had a marked 
effect upon the growth apd prosperity of the 
city. 

John 8. Wright was born in Sheffield, Mass., 
ou the 16th of July, 1815, and was therefore a 
little more than 59 years of age. He came to 
this city with his father, the late John Wright, 
in 1832. He assisted in building the third frame 
house erected in Chicago. At the time, though 
= mere lad of 17, he soon made himself ac- 
quainted with the geographical and commerciai 
position of the city, and with the vast extent 
and the resources of the country by which it is 
surrounded. For years his opinions were treat- 
ed as wild and visionary; but those who have

As an instance of his foresight, we mention 
that, when the Second Presbyterian Church was. 
finished in 1\'50,—then by far the best church 
edifice in the vity,—a number of gentlemen were 
discussing its s\ibstantial and otber characteris- 
tics. when some one remarked “that it would 
stand 1,000 yeans.” “Nonsense!” said Mr. 
Wright, * it will not be fifty years before it will 
have to be moved to make way for business.” It 
stood on the corner of Wabash avenue 
and Washingtom street, far removed from 
the business portions of Lake and 
Watber streets. Be.fore tweaty years had elaps- 
ed it was indeed m ihe way of business. Mr. 
Wright had thirty yeans to spare in his predic- 
tion ; but the great fire of 1871 spared the people 
the necessity of removin g it. 

Mr. Wright and his fat\\er assieted in the or- 
ganization of the First .Presbyterian Caurch, 
with the Rev. Jeremiah Prarter as pastor, on the 
26th of June, 1833. Mr. \Vright, Sr., and Philo 
Carpenter were the first Eicwrs. Mr. Porter and 
Mr. Carpenter are still living. John 8. Wright 
also as sisted in organizing th ¢ Second Presby- 
terian Church, aod remained a, vember of it till 
his death.

Mr. Wright conducted the Farmer ia the form- 
ing period of that agricultural development. IL 
was a long time before the prairies could even be 
plowed successfully, The steel clipper-piow 
solved that difficulty. The harvester, the thresh- 
ing-machine, the corn-planter and cultivator, 
with other implemeats were invented dur- 
ing that time, and elaborately discussed in 
Mr. Wright's paper. Emigration was encouraged 
by statistics of the products of agricultaral in- 
dustry, and discussions were so ably carried on 
by Mr. Wright aod bis assistant, now the Rev. J. 
A. Wright, of Bay City, Mich., that the Prairie 
Farmer circulated from Maine to Oregon, and 
from the Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. Only 
our older citizens who have persoval kvowledge 
of the character of the paper, and the wide ex- 
extent of its circulation, can form any 
just estimate of its controhog influence upon 
the growth and the prosperity of our city, aud of 
the entire Northwest. Mr. Wright continued its 
pablication till his extensive manufacturing 
vusiness in 1857 or "58 induced him to commit 
its destiny to others. 

Perhaps it may be thought extravagant to 
assert tuat John 8S. Wright did more than any 
one man to build the Liinois Contral Railway, 
and therefore to aid in the development of our 
vast railway system. We state a few facts and 
leave others to judge. From the very com- 
mencemeut, he was among its most enthusiastic 
supporters. We are not quite sure that he 
originated the scheme of a land grant to 
buiid a railway from the Lakes to the Guif 
of Mexico, but it was just like him 
to do it. While the project was 
the subject of discussion in the winter of 
1849-50 in the newspapers, and something had 
been said about itin Congress, Mr. Wright, at 
his own expense, had a circular printed stating 
briefly the advantages of such @ great national 
work.

AMUSEMENTS. 


THE SECOND THOMAS CONCERT, 
If anv evidence were needed of the material 
advance of musical culture in this city, the 
Taomas concert of last evening would be just to 
the point. What would bave been thought a 
few years ago of ‘‘a popular concert ”-4n~which 
the ;rincipal numbers of the programme we.e 
vy Berlioz, Beethoven, Handel, Wagner, Meyer- 
beer, and Liszt, with but three numbers that 
could be called light? And yet this was the 
case last evening, and the programme, which 
would have been decided!y unpopniar a short 
time ago, Yrew-one of the largest and most en- 
thusiastic audiences Mr. Thomas has ever had ino 
Chicago. The programme opened with Ber! z's 
overture to * Benvenuti Cellini.” It is a com- 
position in three parts,—two ailegros of the 
most furious and impetuous description, and a 
larghetto,—the whole being of the most bizarre 
aad sometimes grotesque description. It was 
composed amid great difficulties, and, as if infla- 
enced by this fact, it is tilled with all sorts of tech- 
nical difficulties. Nothing is impossible to this 
orchestra, bowever. lt aves~given with superb 
effect, and yet we doubt whether it can ever be 
made popular, notwithstanding the occasional 
romantic and pretty bits of melody whith relieve 
the epergetic and impetuous torrent of crash 
from the opening to the close. The second\pum- | 
ber, Liszt's exquisite setting of the Beetloven 
Andante Cantabile, with its deep and tender ‘mel- 
ody, was in stiiking contrast with Berlioz’s 
noise, aud was one of the moss delightful pieces 
of work the orchestra haa ever given here. The 
third number was Vieuxtemp’s famil- 
iar ‘* Fantasie Caprice,” which he has 
played here himself, arranged for the 
wuole archestra instead of a golo. Of course, 
the magnetic effect of one player is lost, and the 
individual expression, but it gains greatly in ar- 
chestral effect and 1p the richness of the themes 
nd their coloring by this arrangement.
